Democracy is undeniably the world's most revered and treasured 
ideology. Il is a benchmark of a civiUzcd society and while it docs have 
some logical limitations, it is part of what has made Canada the greatest 
country in the world. 

So, I pose this question to the students of Laurcntian University. 

Would you feel 
cheated if you discovered that only the interests of an elite few were 
being represented in your student government? Would you relinquish 
your right to referendum to a tyrannical executive that you had elected 
in good faith?

Isn't it ironic how these teams 
have the least individuals involved 
yet each member of the team recieves

My 
point is the Track and Field team can 
survive on the budget it has, even 
though other increases are made like 
transportation costs. 

The Track and Field team has 
increased its participation in the three 
years I have been here, I can safely 
say it will increase as the years pass. 
The Track and Field team is not a 
selfish organization who can afford 



to take trips, but rather an organiza- 
tion who has helped raise money for 
important causes. An example, the 
Track and Field team raised money 
for the Telemedia Children's Fund, 
Currently, the team has ranked in the 
top 10 for 5 individuals, plus 3 relay 
teams! The team is able to survive 
without having many facilities avail- 
able and, in most cases it can 
accomodate for the weather condi- 
tions. The team does not have expen- 
sive clothing to wear, it is all pro- 
vided by the athletes (Unlike the bas- 
ketball teams that have 3 or 4 outfits 
to wear for one game). The team 
enables all females and males to par- 
ticipate in a number of activities and, 
you do not have to compete to be a 
member of the team, all are welcome. 
The Track and Field team has enough 
room for 25 females and 25 males! 
A reply from this athletic com- 
mittee would greatly be appreciated. 
Perhaps you can enlighten us on your 
view of the cutbacks? On how this 
commitee was chosen? Proof of the 
unbiased proposals? And how the 
criteria was chosen and why this cri- 
teria was chosen? Why do other 
teams with less people receive more 
money then others? The coaches, 
athletes, and students deserve to have 
these answers and more! We want to 
know how OUR money is being 
spent! Remember you are represent- 
ing all the athletes at Laurcntian. not 
just one team or sport. Other athletes 
want to sec our needs met, not dimin- 
ished.

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Wife Abuse— Who Suffers the Most?

Wife abuse is defined as the 
physical or psychological abuse di- 
rected by a man against his female 
partner in an attempt to control her 
behaviouror intimidate her. Violence 
in^the home is seen as a way to deal 
with anger and frustration. Husband 
abuse can be used with the same 
definition. 

It is estimated ten percent of 
women in Canada live in an abusive 
relationship. Studies on sexual and 
psychological abuse say it is much 
higher than ten percent It is one of 
Canada's best kept secrets. 

There are husband abusers too, 
but not in comparison to wife abus- 
ers. I have met very few men who are 
willing to admit their wives physi- 
cally beat them up. It is too embar- 
rassing in a chauvinistic world. It 
would be better to lie to your friends 
or fellow employees. 

Wife abuse has long term 
negative consequences for children 
in most cases. Abused children tend 
to grow up to be abusers themselves. 
It isn't hard to figure out why. Chil- 
dren have a tendency to learn what 
they live. 

Wife abuse occurs in all kinds 
of families and in all ethnic groups. 
Socio-economic, cultural and educa- 
tional backgrounds are not factors 
which can predict wife abuse. This is 
no way of knowing who wife abusers 
are or who husband abusers are ei- 
ther. 

There is a co-relation between 
alcoholism and wife abuse, however, 
alcohol does not cause the abuse. 
Treating alcoholism does not always 
end the violence. Alcoholism is a 
symptom of underlying problems, not 
just in native communities but non- 
native communities as well. 

In the traditional North Ameri- 
can Indian life, wife abuse and vio-

lence was usually handled by the 
Grandparents and Elders. Prior to 
contact, in mostNative societies, our 
women were treated on an equal ba- 
sis. 

The vast majority of Indian 
nations believed in the unity of all 
aspects of life. The responsibilities of 
family were highly valued, especially 
educating children in a holistic man- 
ner. 

Native children were raised in 
an atmosphere of warmth and affec- 
tion to assume adult roles. Important 
to learning were such values as shar- 
ing, self-reliance, proper conduct, 
individual responsibility and respect 
for all living Uiings, Native children 
had to leam how to make use of the 
environment to survive. Life, from 
birth to death, su-essed the Native 
person's link to the sacred and the 
spiritual. 



When Native children were 
taken from their homes to live in 
residential schools it was usually far 
away. Administration procedures 
were designed to dispossess them 
and isolate them from their people. 
One feature of these schools was a lot 
of physical, sexual, emotional and 
spiritual abuse. They learned abuse 
at school. 

The effects of abuse were 
widespread. One hundred and twenty 
five years of oppression lead to a 
cycle of poverty and a state of mind 
ahnost impossible to break. Only re- 
cently is this being talked about. 
Young Native people see residential 
schools more as prisons than learning 
institutions. Abuse becomes in- 
grained. Now die healing must begin. 
Native communities are starting to 
look at how they can heal themselves 
from within.

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Adventures Abroad : The U.C.F. Experience

One morning I woke up and 
realized that I craved excitement, 
adventure, and European travel. I 
needed to escape from the monoto- 
nous existence of my cold, snow- 
bound university. In short, my body 
and soul yearned to be free. Unfortu- 
nately, I was faced with a major di- 
lemma. How could I answer the call 
of my wandering heart, and still col- 
lect valid Canadian university cred- 
its? After all, I did want to graduate 
sometime within the next decade. 
Then one day I found an answer to all 
my problems. I discovered a special 
place called the Universite 
Canadianne en France (U.C.F.). 

Nothing could prepare me for 
the experience of studying in France. 
The beautiful U.C.F. campus, perched 
high atop Mont Leuze, offers an un- 
matched view of shimmering blue 
Mediterranean, the snowy French 
Alps, and the sprawling city of Nice. 
But it is not only the view that is 
incredible. The dynamic teaching 
staff and an enthusiastic collections 
of students from across Canada have 



come together to make this one of the 
most close-knit universities abroad. 

When you live in a modern, 
French-styled villa with eight or ten 
of your fellow Canadians, you learn a 
lot about life in the different prov- 
inces of Canada. The one thing that 
we all share, however, is our enthusi- 
asm for travel, education and living 
life to its fullest.

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Space University Gets A Home in France

After a year of deliberations, the Inter- 
national Space University has finally landed — 
in Strasbourg, France. 

The Massachuscttes based school an- 
nounced in Washington on February 1 that its 
new central campus will be built in France and 
not at York University as many students and 
faculty had hoped. 

The York-based Institute for Space and 
Terrestrial Science placed a bid in 1991 to 
compete with Strasbourg, and Kitakyushu. Ja- 
pan to bring the space university to York's 
Downsview campus and the University of 
Toronto. 

York president, Susan Mann, said she 
didn't know why the space school chose Stras- 
bourg, especially since York was said to be the 
front runner. 

"All the rumors that we had heard were 
that the Ontario bid was a really good one, well- 



financed and everything, and that it would 
likely go ahead. So it was a bit of a surprise," 
she said. 

In Washington, bid proposal manager, 
Peter Mueller said the loss was a tremendous 
disappointment to York, Ontario and Canada 

Despite York's loss to Strasbourg for 
the ISU Central Campus, both York and 
Kitakyushu will have the opportunity to be- 
come the homes of smaller affiliate campuses 
on their grounds. 

The affiliate campuses will be signifi- 
cantly smaller than the central campus in France 
and will focus on particular aspects of space 
study. 

Opponents of the ISU feared the space 
school's reputed links to the American mihtary 
and its proposed $25,000 tuition. Many were 
also upset that the provincial and federal gov- 
ernments promised millions of dollars for the 
school's construction and operating expenses.

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The Ball is in Men's Courts

When I was in Grade Six. and 
we were all trying to figure out ihc 
basics of sex» a friend explained the 
difference between "fucking'* and 
**raping." In the latter, he said, you tie 
the girl to a tree. I laughed at the time, 
asif it were all a joke. 

A year or two later, when all 
the guys were preoccupied with get- 
ting to "first base" — that is , a serious 
kiss — another friend told me about 
erogenous zones. The back of a girl's 
neck, for example, was like and 
Aladdin's lamp to conjure up a girl's 
desire. If rubbed enough, the girl 
would melt under your fingers. I 
wore out many a neck in the months 
that followed. 

The two stories shock me now: 
one is simply hideous while the other 
is simply silly. Both stories, though, 
have much in common. These tidbits 
of advice share the assumption that 
sex was something boys, or men, got. 
We might get it by force or we might 
get it by smooth moves, but in the 
end. the issue was our pleasure and 
our desire. 

The one thing that was incom- 
prehensible to me in Grade Six was 
that males could force themselves on 
females by something less than bond- 
age to a tree. After all, the girls we 
knew at the time were not only taller 
than us, they certainly were not going 
to be pushed around. Little did I 
know that withm a tew years a ceriaui 
male prerogative would begin to as- 
sert itself. We would have power, 
power to get what we wanted by 
persuasion ("I love you more than 
life itself or perhaps the more pedes- 
trian "aw come on. it'll be fun"), hard 
luck stories ("ITl die of blue balls if 
we don't"), manipulation ("what the 
hell, let's just have one more drink"), 
or for some guys, if all else failed, 
sheer physical force. 

Such things poison relation- 
shipsbetweenwomen'andmen. Even 
ifyou'rethegendestguyintheworid. 
the women you're interested in prob- 
ably has some experiences of coer- 
cion. manipulation, sexistput-downs, 
or assault. What's happened to her 
will affect any relationship she enters 
into. 

What's more, sex becomes a 
game, a contest of wills. Rather than 
communicating our feelings and de- 
sires, and knowing we' 11 be respected 
for what we want or don't want, both 



men and women circle around, hint, 
and try to guess what the other person 
is thinking. 

The greatest harm of all is 
done to women. Study after study in 
the United States and Cariada suggest 
that between 20 and 30 percent of 
university-aged women are survivors 
of sexual assault. Many others feel 
the potential of assault and join the 
fifty percent of Canadian women who 
arc fearful to walk to the comer store 
at night (although an even greater 
danger is from someone they know.) 

Perhaps what is most surpris- 
ing about all this is that it hurts men 
too. Men who harass or coerce or 
rape don't do so because men are 
naturally bad or predatory beasts. It's 
because of the ways that we've 
learned to be men. We've learned 
that to be real men means to assert our 
power and conu-ol. although not usu- 
ally through physical force. It also 
means shutting down our capacity to 
feel what others feel, an indispensa- 
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ble quality if you're interested in 
meeting your own needs without re- 
gard for others. 

And let's not waste energy 
debating statistics. (Whether it's ten 
percent or thirty percent of women 
who have been sexually assaulted, 
we've got as terrible problem on our 
hands.) Let's not waste energy coun- 
tering that women are not always 
angels. (Of course they're not, but 
men are not regularly beaten or raped 
by women.) Let's not waste time 
with needless charges about **male 
bashers" or "they're saying we're all 
guilty until we prove ourselves inno- 
cent." (no one says all man are rap- 
ists or batterers.) 

The ball is in men's coiu*ts. 
We can protest and counter-charge 
*til we're blue in the face, but that 
won't make the problem go away. 

Better that we rise to the occa- 
sion and listen carefully to the voice 
of women, voices that have been bur- 
ied for far too long. Better we urge 



our student councils and administra- 
tions to adopt clear codes of conduct 
about sexual harassment and dating 
behavior. Better that we encourage 
educational programs on our cam- 
puses. Belter that we look at ways 
that our own attitudes and behavior 
might contribute to the problem, 
whether we know it or not. And 



better that we learn to challenge the 
men around us to change and to do it 
now.

It occurred to me that this prob- 
lem arises because such acts of chiv- 
alry have, in the past, been reserved 
for men. This is unfortunate because 
things like holding a door or pulling 
out a chair are polite formalities that 
show the grace of the person offering 
them and give the object of the cour- 
tesy a warm feeling. Why should 
such social graces be restricted to the 
male domain? 

The fault for confusion does 
not necessarily lie entirely with men.

Continuation of the U of T Atiiletics Program 



The University of Toronto 
Athletics Council has affirmed a new 
strategic direction for the Department 
of Athletics and Recreation, while 
maintaining the traditional breadth 
of its intercollegiate programs thanks 
to new partnership arrangements with 
the University's athletic alumni as- 
sociations. 

The 28-membcr Council ap- 
proved a system of 16 High Perform- 
ance Interuniversity Sports, includ- 
ing Football and women's Ice 
Hockey, which had been slated for 
discontinuation in earlier recommen- 
dations announced last December. 
Based on pledges of financial sup- 
port for the Women's and Men's T- 
Holders' Associations. 22 intercol- 
legiate teams in 13 sports will be 
operated on a club basis. There would 
be a total of 38 Varsity Blues teams, 
identical to the 1992-83 season. 



The Council reaffirmed the 
recommendations of the Depart- 
ment'sManagementTeam todevclop 
new programs in wellness and cam- 
pus recreation in accord with the 
Department's Mission Statement and 
Strategic Focus. 

Dr. McGregor added that the 
Department's partnerships with 
alumni ensures the continued breadth 
of the Varsity Blues intercollegiate 
program while enabling significant 
staff and facihty resources to be di- 
rected to other program areas. 

The Council also endorsed a 
plan for the continued operation of 
Varsity Stadium for one year at the 
site of the Varsity football and soc- 
cer, plus several other Department 
and University programs. The De- 
partment will undertake to generate 
additional revenue through increased 
commercial rentals of Varsity Sta- 



dium and the adjoining Varsity Arena. 

The gymnastics programs, 
including the highly successful com- 
munity club which involves about 
800children. will be continuing pend- 
ing a review of facility usage and 
costs. Club programs in boxing, div- 
ing and judo will be discontinued. 
The Department will formally end its 
intramural tackle football program, 
but the 99-year-oId league is expected 
to be revived under the auspices of U 
of T's Erindale College. 

The University Affairs Board 
of the U of T Governing Council will 
review the Athletics Council's deci- 
sions on February 9 and is expected 
to vote on the athletics Operating 
Plan and Budget on March 16.
